Discussions Between the Boss Associ-
ations and Journeymen

BUT MO CONCLUSION IS REACHED.

Gas Men, Tailors, Miners and Carpenlers
are Already Out.

THE PORE TACKEES KNOT IN 1IT.

The Outicek for May 1 Threatening in All the Great
Tudmstries.

The master carpenters and journeymen of
Chiesgo find it impossible to come te sn
sgreement and discussion is off until Mon-
day. The gas men of Chicago struck yes-
terday, but the packing house employes,
warned by s former . egperience, decline to
go into the swim, The tsilors in Youngs
town are out and Pittsburg and Allegheny
tailors are helping them out. The indus-
trial outlock is baa.

CricAGO, April 26.— A settlement of the
carpenters’ strike 15 still a thing of the fu-
ture not soon to be expected. To-day was
thought to be full of promises. The eyes of
sll ioterested Ir the struggle turoed
expeciantly to the Builders’ Exchange,
where conferences of citizens of the new
employers® association and journeymen
with the master carpenters were announced
to be held, Disappointment was the result,
all the participsots in such meetings as
were convened leaving the Exchaoge dis
pusted.

The members of the Master Carpenters’
Association were apparently placed in ill-
lhumor at the outset. About 75 of them had

assembled at the appointed hour
for an interview with the Citizens'
Commmities, but it soon became

apparent that there was a hitch, The Citi-
z=ns’ Commwitiee did mnot put in an appesr-
snce at all, and the time intended for dis-
cussion witk *them was spent in chafling
over their mnon-appearance and the
glovmy outlook generally. On the other
band a published card [rom the members of
the Citizens’ Committer explained in effect
that they did not feel called npon to act in
the absence of encouragement from the
officers of the Masters' Association.
WILL NOT RECEDE.

Coupled with this was a reiteration duriog
the mormning by President Goldie, of the
Maswer Carpenters, of his refusal to recede
from the position taken by him yesterday,
and meet the three committees together in-
stead of separately. Prior to receiving the
deputations from the new bosses’ associution
and the journeymen the sssembled master
carpenters aiter much hot talk arrived at
the conclusion to 3 mau that they were op-

d to tresting with the jomroevmen ss a
union. It was further decided to complain
to the Mayor that the protection afforded 10
nmon-unionists was utterly inadequate, and
that aoless more active messures wepe em-
ploved an appeal to Governor Fifer would
follow.

DEFINING THEIR POSITION.

A statement to the public was then drawn
up that the master carpenters, while net
abridging the rights of any member from
making any agreement he pleased, *‘wounld
nol as an association be a pariy toany
agreement that would deprive any emplover
or employe of the right to earn his bread
whether or not he belongs to their union or
ours.

The committee of the New Bosses Asso-
ciation was closely questioned as to their
relstions with the journeymen. The new
bosses devoted themselves 1o futile efforts to
argue the old emplovers out of their posi-
tion. When the commitiee of jonrneymen
entered the Master Carpenters’ Committee
with two questions:

TWO LEADING QUESTIONS.

Wonld the jourveymen consent to leave
aside the discharge of nop-unionists and
arbitrate all other issupes, and would the
union i none but the members were given
work pind itself pot to take employ-
ment from anybody but members of the
Masters” Association. Both guestions were
answered in the negative. This ended the
much looked for effort st agreement, and
represectatives of all parties showed no
hesitancy to-night in proclaiming that the
fight was now to the bitter end. :

The journeymen deny the report that they
answered the first question in the negative,
and say that to the second question no an-
swer was returned. Accordiug to the work-
men, they were willing that the question of
employing union and non-union men should
be settied, like all other issues, by arbitra-
tion. The strikers’ committes to-night re-
ported to their executive council, but no
notion was taken on the report.  Whether

the strike wonid now be declared
of a5 10 the wnew Bosses’ As
socistion, President 0'Connell declined

1o say forther than that the subject would
be considered at a meeting to be held Mon-
day. Fall suthority to make s binding
nereement with the journeymen was given
to-night by the new bosses to their Arbitra.
tion Commiitee.

PORE PACKERS WON'T STRIKE.

Itis mow stated that there will be no
strike of the pucking house employes at the
stockyards as was at one time feared
a strike which would have involved
shout 15000 men. There was a strong
sentiment in favor of it, but the older and
conier hends who had through the
the disastrons sirike of 1886, counselled
agnipst it as hopeless, and their counsel
finally prevuiled.

The gas fitters went ont on strike this
morning, as had been threatened. The
prospect in not very flattering for the strik-
ers, and coosiderable dissatisfaction is
already being feit amonz them,

He Vetord n Loenl Bill Affecting the City
of Ogden, Utnh—A Little Homily Upon
the Sobjecl of Indebieducss,

WasHINGTON, April 26. — President
Harrison sent bis first veto to the House to-
dny. In his message returning without his
approval the bill *‘to nuthorize the ecity of
Ogden, Utah, to assume increased indebted-
ness,” he says:

The ﬁ:ml law fixes the limit of 4 cent
on the assetament for taxation as limit
of indebtedness which tmunlr.R:| onrporation
in the Territory may assume. s bill extends
this limit as to Ogden to 8 per cent. The pur-
rm are not uliar or exceptional. They re-
ate to sch street improvements, ete., and
aro common Lo every prosperous town., the
argument by which the measure is supported
i= ado! the Tusi hould be a repeal or
modification of the general law, but in my opin-
1on the limitation fmposed by law 1s wise and
wholesome, and should not be relaxed.

The city now has power to increase its in-
debtedness §180, which would seem to be
enough to makea nning of the construc-
tion of sewers, while the cost of street improve-
ments Is usually met by direct assessments
Almost all the States have limited the powers
of municipal corporations to incur {o-
debtedness, and the lmit
erally lower than that fixed
Territories.

I do not doubt that
the citizens of Ogden will ultimately realize the

To be Rendered Peopuinr by the Canadian
Paclfic Rallway Company,

OrTAWA, O5T.,, April 26.—The first of
the new vessels now being built by the
Canadian Pacific Railway Company for the
Vancouver-China route will be lauoched
sbout the beginning of November., Itis
the intention of the company to send them
to the Pacific coast via the Suez Canal,
and to furnish at the time one
of the pgraodest excursion trips
ever undertaken around the world under
the Dritish flag, with only two transfers—
at Vancouver sod Halifax, The vessels
will visit Indian amd Australian ports and
then proceed to China and Japan, at Yoko-
hama entering upon the regular trip to
Vancouver. Such an excursion bas never
been undertaken heretofore,

The three vessels wiil lollow each other at
stated intervals and the globe-girdling ex-
cursions will bé open to tourista at about
$600 for a round trip, which will include
transit across Canada by the railway, Al-

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THERUINSSURVEYED.

Skelch of the Mississippi Crevasses
and Their Remedies, -

MEASURESARE TAKEN FOR RELIEF.

Terrible Devastation -Reporied by Fresh
Floods in Texas,

BECTIONS OF LAND UNDEE WATER,

Beenes and Incidents of Inlerest Thronghont (he
Flooded Districts,

Captain Kingman, of the United States
Engineers, is making a thorough survey of
the flooded districts of the Mississippi Val-
ley. He also suggests the best methods of
repairing the damage done, and gives some
sturtling figures on the velocity and volume
of the water escaping. The people living on
the Atchafalaya river are terror siricken at
the prospect.

Batox Rovee, April 26.—Captain
Kingman, United Btates Eogineer in
charge of this distriet, arrived here this
morning fromm Morgansea. In an interview
concerning the crevasses above, Captain
Kingman said that the crevasses from the
Pointe Coupee line begin at Iowa Point,
around Racacine, in the vicinity of Old
river, This break was a small one com-
paratively speaking, and the damage counld
not be very severe. From New Texas down
to Waterloo the whole coununtry is under
water. At New Texas yesterday the river
fell five inches, showing that the Rucacine
crevasses conld not play an important part.,

THE MORGANSEA BREAE,

In speaking of the Morgansea break,
Captain Kingman said that it was caused
by waier washing over the top, carryiog off
sacks of earth and Jumber with which the
old levee had been raised. The levee had
been raised. The levee as originally con-
structed, was well proportioned, but within
three years the levee was raised by the State
18 inches by putting earth on top of it.

Continuing, Captain Kingman said: “This
made the crown narrow and the upper part
of the leves thin. It was too low for the
present water. We had to raise it twice,
and were working to reise it a third time up
to Monday night, At the time the levee
broke only a guard was present,

DESCRIBING THE CREVASSE.

“The break was 60 feet wide at the first
crash; the rush of waters drove the guard
away, and the break soon widened into &
crevasse 300 feet wide. In the morning at
8 o’clock, when I suw it, the break was 500
feet, and the scope of water 60,000 cubic feet
a second and the velocity terrific. Great
trees and willows were swept away in front
of the crevasse. The distance to the crevasse
fromn the lower end of Morgansea was 270
feet. The water fell along Morgansea in
consequence of this break six inches, and it
seemed that Morgansea would be safe, pro-
viding the break did not extend on it, but
the fear expressed at the time by Major
Richardson, who was with that the
break would flow down toward Morgansea
along the interior slope, and that the point
where it fell in the old crevasse channel it
would overflow Morgansea from back water
and produce a break.

HOW IT OCCUBRED,

“This is probably what occurred: Mor
gansea did 24 hours after, during the
heavy storm of Tuesday night. There was
nobody present when the break occurred.

The discharge of water when I saw it was
90,000 cubic feet per second. In the mean-

time the upper crevasse had not
enlarged very much, and ' the joint
action of the two had produced

a full in the river of about two feet. The
main erevasse is widening at the rate of 300
feet in 24 hours, and s pow 1,247 feet wide.
The veloeity is eight feet per second and its
discharge 140,000 cubic feet per second,
There seems to be a fair chance of sav-
ing a considerable portion of Grand
leyee by  properly placing mnat-
tresses. I teiegraphed to New Or-
leans for = e load of rocks
and have started a force cutting willows to
fill the mattresses to protect eaving. The
rocks arrived yesterday afid to-day my
forces are engaged in building the mat-
tresses, It will be 150 feet long and 50 feet
wide. Tt will be loaded with 100 tons of
rocks, sccured in double sacks tied to the
mattress,
MEASURES FOER RELIEF,

"It will be made very flexible, and will be
placed as near the end of the break as soon
as possible. The mattress will rest on the
river slope of the level, and extend outward
from the battare,”

Hundreds
of drowned stock was passed, and Mr. Fer-
guson said that the ring is terrible in
the interior.

Bat You Can Get Your Boomo in the Beer
Garden Style.

BosTox, April 26.—The Board of Police
of Boston stirred up the liguor dealers'to-
day by ordering the removal of all publie
bars and gave them 20 days in which to com-
ply with the order. This order affects
all the big holels, as well as the ordinary
groggeries, and already there is musie in the
air. Refusal to comply with the order will
result in a forfeiture of the license. The law
which the Board of Police is now en-
forcing has been on the Statute Book
several vears, but it has always been a dead
lIetter. No effort has ever been made to en-
force it. The FProhibitionists have been
pulling a few wires this winter and have
made so much talk about the non-enforce-
ment of the law that the Board of Police
bave determined to put the law to the test.

The liquor interests, alarmed ot the agita.
tion of this question, introduced an order
relative to legalizing sales of liquor over s
bar, but the Committee on the Lignor Law
reported adversely upon it, and the report
was sustained in branches after a bard
fight. The vietory for the Prohibitionists
showed that public sentimeunt, represented
by the Legislators, was opposed to bars, so
the coming will witness the trans-
formation of Boston rum shops into ideal
beer gardens. The enforcement of the law
will entail heavy loss upon such hotels as
